We resolved then to come 
into this caurt honestly and frank- 
ly and enter our plea of guilty, 
trusting in our ability to save their 
lives by submiltting to a humane 
Judge the fact of their youth and 
the evidence of their mental con- 
dition. That is all that we now 
ask permission to do.”

The examination of Dr. White 
The defense's 


‘proceeded at once. 
‘inning had arrived. The State had 
presented 81 witnesses, anq had 
indulged in many hours of argu- 
ment: now it was the defense’s 
turn. 

There was a striking contrast be- 
tween the large magnanimity 
which the defense had displayed 
‘in agreeing to everything which 
the State offered and the attitude 
‘of the State toward the defense 
| evidence. State's Attorney Crowe 
| objected to almost every question 
| asked of the witness. Virtually 
every objection was overruled, as 
they were based on the same 
ground that had been gone over 
in the arguments for excluding the 
testimony. 

Slow, Laborious Examination. 


Slowly, and laboriously, over the 
hurdles of the State's .objections, 
the examination*went forward. Dr. 
White identified himself as presi- 
dent of the Ameritan Psychiatric 
Association, as head of St. Eliza- 
beth’s Hospital, the Government 
institution for the care of deranged 
soldiers and sailors, as author of 
“The Outlines of Psychiatry,” 
a text book, as professor of nerv- 


town and George Washington Uni- 
versities, and as the alienist of the 
Government Public Health Service. 

To sum up his hospital experi- 
ence in mental and nervous dis- 
eases, he replied: “I have had al) 
the experience that it is possible 
for a man to have in such an insti- 
tution, from the bottom up to the 
top.”” He is square, solid, profes- 
sional looking man, with fron gray 
hair receding from his forehead, 
bushy black brows, and a most im- 
pressive manner of speech. 

The first part of the examination 
was devoted to discovering whether 
it would be possible for a patient 
to feign insanity successfully 
enough to deceive an expert. Dr. 
White said he had never known of 
such a case, and was certain it 
could not be done. 

Dr. White said the éxamination 
of Loeb and Leopold lasted from 
July 1 to July 8 in the county jai., 
under proper conditions, the boys 


room providing “excellent 
tions for observation.” 

“The examination was carried on 
by question and answer.” Dr. 
White said, and. explained the 
state of mind of the examiner 
played a part in the examination. 

Inner Mental Life. 

Then he was asked to describe 
“the inner mental life’ of individ- 
uals. He replied that such a life 
existed in every mind, and that its 
chief purpose was to compensate 
the individual for the failures and 
disappointments suffered in his 
actual life. Human beings, he said, 
build up a world of phantasy fi: 
which they achieve the successes 
and win the prizes which they have 
failed to get in their daily life. The 
most striking illustration of this 
inner mental life oecurs in dreams 
while sleeping, he declared. 

“Was a Weakly Boy.” 

Dr. White said Loeb “was a 
weakly boy’’ up to the time he was 
4% years old... ‘During the next 
six or seven years he had a ROV- 
erness who was a rigid disciplina- 
rian, who pushed him in his school 
work. She seemed to have great 
ambitious for him,”’ he said. “In 
connection with her rigidity, aus- 
terity and prudishness it may be 
said that later in life she devel- 
oped distinct delusional tenden- 
cies.”’ 

The boy, projected into the 
“at an early adolescence 
without having had the ordinary 
developmental experiences,”’ Dr. 
White continued, compensated for 
his lack of outside experience, de- 
veloping the faculty for lying, and 
about this time of adolescence as- 
sociated with a boy who later was 
sentenced for criminal conduct. 

“At 15 the boy suffered a cere- 
bral concussion in an automobile 
accident. In schoo] his favorite 
character was John C. Calhoun. 

“His moral ideas were not ortho- 
dox,’’ the doctor said. ‘He told me 
that he had always had sympathy 
with the under dog, and that he 
felt if a man could not get things 
he Wanted by working hard and 
conscientiously, he had a perfect 
right to take them. 

“It was at Schoo] that he been 
to drink. He told me that as a 
child he had felt that he was not 
wanted in his home. There was 
nobody in his home life with whom 
he had intimate contact, in whom 
he had confidence. The governess 
had largely taken the place of his 
mother. 

Attitude Uncertain. 

“There is a manifest uncertainty 
about the boy's present attitude on 
many things. I discovered this in 
his answers to me. He would first 
say yes, then he would vaccillate, 
and finally say no. 

“His faculty for lying later 
spread over his whole life. He 
finally reached, as he told me, the 
point where it was difficult for him 
to tell what was true and what was 
untrue.” 

“He frequently thought of him- 
self as confined in a jail.” Dr. 
White related. “Usually he saw 
numerous people around him, and 
they were naked. The people oft-

bars, and he knew that he was a 
| amon criminal. I learn that he 
dug a hole in the corner of the 
yard, and that he would go and 
lie in it-while he indulged these 
phantasies. 

“As a part of his criminalistic 
reveries, he fancied himself the 
‘master criminal,’ the directing 
mind of an underworld band. One 
phase of this was that he saw him- 
self sick in bed, but still so power- 
ful in mind and will that the un- 
derworld came to his bed to take 
his advice and get his orders. As @ 
child he played criminalistic games 
Some times he told his friends, 
‘Bebe’ Leopold of these practices, 
and ‘Babe’ replied that it was a lot 
of nonsense. 

“Tt is very significant,” the 
alienist went on, “that when Dickie 
finally did find himself in jail, it 
was a condition which fitted pre- 
cisely into his phatasies. He told 
that he felt he belonged there.” 

“a thing,”” Dr. White said, “to 
which I wish to call attention now, 
because I shall refer to it later in 
imy conclusions, is the fact that 
since he has been in jai! Loeb has 
frequently been heard to begin 
sentences with the phrase, ‘and 
you know, Teddy.’ This is simply 
a continuation of his child life. 
He owned a teddy bear. It was 
his custom to take this pet to bed 
with him, and talk to it. He would 
tell the teddy bear all about what 
he saw in his fantasies. Now that 
he is living the prison fantasy, he 
finds himself unconsciously resort- 
ing to the old habit of language 
which was associated with it. 


Could Wind Up His Life. 

Dr. White, resuming his testi- 
mony after the luncheon recess, 
and reciting Loeb’s objectives in 
the crime—joy in ‘planning it, 
thrill in committing it, pleasurable 
anticipation of the money, 
licity, pleasure of discussing the 
crime with other persons, knowing 
that he secretly held the key to the 
mystery which puzzled them, and 
the money he would obtain—said 
he learned Loeb had several hun- 
dred dollars in the bank at the 
time. 

The witness said Richard had 
told him that if he had to die he 
could now wind up his life, feeling 
that he had got out of existence 
about everything that could be 
had. 

Bachrach then read into the rec- 
ord a letter written to Loeb two 
years ago by his former governess, 
which inquired specifically about 
his affairs with girls and gave him 
advice on that score. It was 
signed “Michiumpa,”’ the pet 
name which Richard had applied 
to her from childhood. 

Pr. White related that Loeb had 
told him he had not felt “up to 
par” mentally in recent months 
and had feared his mental powers 
were deteriorating. “Comparing 
himself with ‘Babe’ (Leopold) he 
said he thought that perhaps Babe 
was his superior intellectually but 
he felt he was better looking, had 
better social contacts, and, on the 
whole, would rather be himself 
than ‘Babe.’”*’ 


Findings at Interviews. 


“What were your findings as a 
result of these interviews?” asked 
Bachrach. 

“They were several, one of the 
most important of which was the 
progressive growth of his anti- 
social tendencies. This was mani- 
fested in his lying, his drinking, 
and other facts showing his re- 
bellion against social standards. 

“Another finding was as to his 
phantasy life. It seemed to main- 
tain a certain formula. Phantasy 
life is compensatory, but it some- 
times also indicates the future. 
Other boys have their phantasy 
life, they imagine themselves street 
car motormen or firemen: this has 
some connection with reality. But 
Dickie’s phantasy life was strange. 
When a boy sees himself in prison. 
surrounded by naked men and 
women, continually abused, and re- 
garded as the ‘master crimina!,’ 
and this phantasy goes on year 
after year, cast in the same mold, 
one is etruck by the fam that it 
is bizarre and fantastic, and to be 
feared. 

“Moreover, his phantasy lif: 
breaks over into real life. He fo!- 
lows people on the street, shadow- 
ing them. There is a tendency, i: 
short, of an abnormal phantasy 
life to manifest itself in real-life. 
He has lost the capacity to differ 
entiate between the true and the 
false, between the phantasy life 
which has assumed such abnormal! 
proportions and his real life. This 
is not unusual in children f 3 or 
4 years; they believe their dolls 
can hear and undewstand. But it 
is unnatural for it to persist as it 
has with him. In other words, al. 
though 19 years old, he has car-

In this case, 
the condition was in opposition to 
an unusually brilliant intellectua) 
side, and the infantile emotiona,

“In his present condition, he is) 
headed toward a condition of ‘sp!it 
personality’ of a very well-known 
sort which frequently lands indi- 
viduals in our institutions with ma- 
lignant types of insanity, resulting 
when the two sides of the indi- 


vidual become-hopelessly irrecon- 
cilable. : ; 

Loeb’s face was a study as the 
witness figuratively but scientifical- 
ly held up his brain and calmly 
exhibited its eccentricities to the 
courtroom. He was utterly ab- 
sorbed, and his face seemed to 
take on a boyish expression that 
was almost wistful. Not once did 
he look away from the doctor’s 


face. 
The Case of Leopold. 

Dr. White passed immediately to 
the case of Leopold. He called at- 
tention to the unnatural precocity 
of “Babe” using his nickname. Leo- 
pold began to talk at the age of 
4 months, he said and began at 
the age of 5 years to take an in- 
terest in the study of birds, which 
grew into the passion which finally 
resulted in his possession of an 
elaborate ornithological laboratory. 

“When he was very young he be- 
came conscious of his mental su- 
periority. Very early in life he 
developed a profound antagonism 
to the tenderer emotions of which 
at times he found himself pos- 
sessed. He turned against these 
feelings with the intentional atti- 
tude of destroying them. He 
brought to this task the instru- 
ment which he had already 
brought to such great efficiency— 
his intelligence—and he set, about 
wiping out all sentiment from his 
nature. 

Leopold's Philosopry. 

“He adopted a purely hedonis- 
tic philosophy a philosophy of 
pleasure and pain and a purely me- 
chanistic philosophy of the uni- 
verse. ‘He told me that the only 
crime was the crime against Intel- 
ligence—in other words the crime 
of making a-mistake. Despite the 
fact that he knew Dickie’s lying 
and timidity he still regarded him 
as being far above the average. 

“He drew up a scoring system 
for ‘the perfect man,’.in which he 
gave Dickie a rating of 90 per cent, 
himself a rating of 63 pér cent, and 
various of their acquaintances rat- 
ings from 30 to 40. 

“In picking out a college course 
he deliberately selected subjects 
which would emphasize his pecu- 
Ifar intelligence and would set him 
apart. He studied race conditions 
and obstruse language systems 
which do not exist now. This was 
to single himself out as unique 


‘and supertor.” 


Leopold’s Phantasy Life. 

“Like Dickie,’’ this boy had has 
a very interesting phantasy life. 
The phantasy which persists and 
carries on wit hinfinite variations 
is the ‘king and slave’ phantasy. 
In this phantasy he usually is the 
‘slave’ and Dickie is the ‘king,’ al- 
though on some occasions these po- 
sitions are reversed. But he is not 
a commo nslave, although possess- 
ing the social station of one: on 
the contrary, he is very powerful 
physically and very brave. 

“In this connection he frequently 
saw himself saving the ‘king's’ life.

British High Commission-

LONDON, July 15.—When the 

British Government decided re- 


cently against the construction of 
a submarine tunnel from England 
to France under the English Chan- 
nel, it reaffirmed the position tak- 
en by the Government 42 years ago 
—that a channel tunnel would be 
dangerous from a military defense 
standpoint. And negotiations be- 
tween England and France for the 
project, begun more than a half 
century ago, again came to naught. 
Be specter of a weak spot !r. 
England's defenses which reared 
itself in the rejection of the 
scheme in 1882 has ever since cast 
its shadow across the British mind. 
This fear, frankly expressed by the 
Committee of Imperial Defense 
early this month, outweighed al! 
considerations in favor of the con- 
struction of the tunnel. That the 
construction work would give em- 
ployment to 12,000 persons in Fin- 
gland where jobs are sorely needed 
and to an equal number in France 
and that the tunnel would be of 
great advantage to passenger travel 
was granted—and discounted as of 
less importance than avoidance of 
possible peril to British safety. 
Begun in 1872. 


Negotiations on the Channel tun- 
nel date back to 1872, when Lord 
Granville, then Foreign Minister 
in Gladstone’s Government, wrote 
to Lord Lyons, the British Am- 
bassador in Paris, requesting him 
to inform the French Government. 
that the British Government saw 
“no objection in principle to the 
proposed tunnel between England 
and France.” 

The whole project was subse- 
quently considered by an Anglo- 
French commission, which, in 
1876, presented its report as the 
basis of the proposed treaty be- 
tween Great Britain and France 
with regard to the Channel tunnel! 
and railway. In 1875 the French 
National Assembly had authorized 
a French company to construct a 
tunnel and railway from. the 
French coast to the middle of the 
Channel, where it was then intend- 
ed and expected to meet a British 
company’s tunnel. 

The hopes of the British com- 
pany were, ‘however, shattered in 
1882, when Lord Lansdowne's com- 
mittee, influenced mainly by the 
military evidence, decided, by a 
vote of six to four, against the 
scheme. 

French Favor Tunnel. 

The rights of the French com- 
pany are atill in existence. Its 
financial position is strong, and 
the sentiment of the French peo- 
ple is declared to be enthusiastic- 
ally in favor of the submarine 
railway.

Premier MacDon- 
ald said that he was inclined to 
favor it. The House of Commons 
Channel Committee presented the 
scheme to him with a memoran- 
dum that 400 members of the 
House had declared their intention 
of supporting it. Some of tne 
members made their support con- 
ditional on the approval of the 
naval and military authorities and 
the Committee of Imperial De- 
fense. 

Referred to Committee. 

Premier MacDonald, according- 
ly, referred the question to the 
Committee of Imperial Defense 
and invited the four former Prime 
Ministers—Lord Balfour, Asquith. 
Lloyd George and Baldwin—to at- 
tend a meeting on the question. 
The Premier supplied the commit- 
tee, including the former Prime 
Ministers, all available information 
on the subject. 

How the old apprehension for 
the national security reaaserted 
itself was unfolded by, Premier 
MacDonald in his report to Par- 
Hament July 7 on the recommen- 
dation of the Committee of Im- 
perial Defense. He said: 

“I think that most of those pres- 
ent, like myself, had approached 
the subject with a certain predis- 
position in favor of the Channe!

Four Ways to Turn 
Vegetables Into 
Delicious Pickles 


_---—~< 


By Jeannette Young Norton 
Authority on Home Cooking 


ICKLED vegetables are very 
Pp convenient to add to salads in 

the winter. Of course each 
vegetable must be pickled in its 
season. If this is carefully done, 
the varieties you will obtain in thie 
way cannot often be purchased in 


the shops. Be sure before the) 


pickling begins that all your eea- 
gsonings and spices are fresh. If 


the vinegar is the least bit cloudy, | 


strain it through a damp piece of 
cheese-cloth. Only porcelain-lined 
pots should be used for pickle- 
making. Have jars, fresh new rub- 
bers and labels in readiness. 
Pickled Cauliflower. 


Select three large heads of cauli!- 
flower and separate them into 
flowerettes. Rinse them in cold 
water, drain them, then spread 
them on dishes and sprinkle with 
salt. Let them stand six hours. 
Put a large spice-bag filled with 
cloves, broken cinnamon sticks, 
pepper-corns, a small plece of 


green ginger root, a blade of mace - 


and half a bay leaf into two quarts 
of vinegar and boil it gently for a 
half hour. Drain the cauliflower 
well from the salt and pack it in a 
crock, then pour the vinegar mix- 
ture over it. Store it in a cool, dry 
place and in three or four weeks it 
will be ready for use. 


Sweet Pickled Beets. 


Select even-sized young beets and 
boil them as usual until they are 
tender, then skin them under cold 
water, trim them and set them 
aside. Put into the preserve ket- 
tle, three pinte of vinegar and a 
pint and a half of sugar. Add a 
generous spice-bag and let the 
mixture boil for 20 minutes. Skim 
it, then add the beets and cook the 
mass until it is reheated. Put the 
beets into jars, pour the hot syrup 
ovér them and seal them. 

/ Pickled Red Peppers. 

Select sweet peppers just as they 
are turning red. Remove the seed 
cones and stems, place them in a 
jar and sprinkle them with salt, 
allspice and mace. Boil enough 
vinegar to cover them, then turn it 
over the peppers. When the mix- 
ture is cold, cover the jars tightly 
with parchment paper and store 
them in a cool place. The peppers 
will be ready for use in four weeks. 
They are valuable for use in win- 
ter salads. 

Apple Chutney. 

Pare, core and slice two and a 
half pounds of tart apples and 
place them in the kettle with a 
pint of vinegar and a pound of 
brown sugar. Cook the apples un- 
til they are reduced toa pulp, then 
add three-quarters of a pound of 
seeded raisins, two ounces of salt, 
a half ounce of mustard seed, a 
half ounce of ground Singer, a 
quarter ounce of peeled and minced 
garlic and a half teaspoonful of 
cayenne pepper. Mix these ingre- 
dients well, then cover and stir 
them daily thoroughly for one 
week. Then place them in jars or 
bottles, cover and cork them and 
store them in a cool place. 


Turkish Kabobs. 


Cut two pounds of lamb steak or 
shoulder chops into smal! pieces, 
then cover them with a marinade 
of the juice of a lemon, the juice 
of an onion, two tablespoonfuls of 
finely-minced- sweet and savory 
herbs, a tablespoonful of chopped 
celery leaves, paprika and a little 
salt. Turn the meat often so that 
it will be seasoned through. When 
ready, slip the pieces of meat onto 
buttered steel skewers and place 
them under the gas broiler or over 
the fire. Strain the marinade and 
baste the meat with it once as it 
cooks, then add a little water to it 
and thicken it to use as a gravy if 
liked. Serve the meat on hot 
plates with boiled rice.
